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SPECTACULAR SILVER DOLLAR OFFERED FOR SALE 

An exceptional silver dollar, minted nearly two centuries ago, is 
being offered for sale by an Idaho financial adviser. The asking price 
1s NOt being publicly disclosed, but the coin 1s Valued at a "strong 
Six-figure" sum by its owner, David W. Pelz of Interstate Financial 
Services in Coeur d'Alene. 

Pelz” silver dollar, dated 1803, is. the subject of a cover photograph 
and major article in the November 1991 issue of COINage magazine, the 
world’s largest-circulation periodical on coin collecting. 

The article points out that over the years, there has been extensive 
publicity about 1804 silver dollars, but relatively little regarding 
those dated a year earlier. Only 15 examples are known of the 1804 
dollar, and in 1989 one of these changed hands at public auction for 
almost a million dollars.

Pelz' coin has been certified as Mint State-63 by the Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation of America, an independent grading service which is 
widely regarded as the strictest, most prestigious in the rare coin 
field. This means it never entered. circulation and remains virtually 
flawless more than 190 years after the Mint produced it.
